Museum, a voice talks in a dizzying 
spin of acronyms while pencil 
drawings on television screens 
show possible bullet paths, entry 
wound locations, and a conspiracy 
time line leading to the conclusion 
that a “Professional War Machine" 
controls the presidency. 

Along four walls, a mural de- 
picts theories on how the “PWM" 
was involved in the assassinations 
of John Kennedy, Robert Kennedy 
and Martin Luther King Jr., as 
well as Sen. Edward Kennedy’s 
Chappaquiddick scandal and the 
downing of Korean Air Lines 
Flight 007.
